The next morning pacelet was come to his Journeys end, and finding 
the Duke of Aquitain, the Empreſs Beliſart, Orſon and Clerimond all 
in ſafety, he ſaluted them all, and delivered them Letters, who ſaid : La- 
dy, your ſon Yalentine greeteh you well, ſhewing you, that the Emperor 
is right ſorrowful about your baniſhment, and hath required the Treaſon 
of the Traytor, with the loſs of his life, wherefore he promiſeth, that ſo 
ſcon as he can free his Country from the incurſions of the Szrazens, to 
come himſelf in perſon, and then forth-with bring with him the Green Ke,, 
whom Orſon had vanquiſhed.

At whoſe words, Adrimain drew dp a cup above a Pillar, in ſuch wiſe, 
that thro* the Palace (ſeemingly to all the Company) ran a river, furni- 
ſhed with all forts of Fiſh, little and great : When the Beholders ſaw the 
water to come np ſoſtrongly 2gainſt them, they were afraid of being drown- 
ed : Pacolet beholding this feat, amongſt the reſt, began a ſong, and in

Paceler led 4drin, 
ain'to his camber, to. be with him 5 bat provgd fatal, for towards mid- 
night A42n4in ſo Eochafired all Within the Court, and with them Pace- 
ket, that he had time to work all that he deſired. 'Afterwards he went to- 
wards 
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ly he arrived in the Tert of XK. Tromparr. Being come thither, he cryed 
out 2Joud, ſaying : Great Kirg, fleepnor, but haſten you hither, and you 
ſhell ſec the pleaſant Lady Clerrmond, whom 7 have ſtolen from Agquitain, 


and with her Pacolet's horſe, Now (ſaid the King) 7 well perceive thy 
Jove; is this the Siſter of Frrragns? Yea. ſaid Aavrimain, and 1 have 
ſtolen her away, and alſo betrayed pacoler my fellow Magician, for he ſhal, 
never be maſter of his horſe again : Ay, bur (ſaid the King) art thou ac_ 
quainted with the manner of his horſe ? O Jong fince worthy Kirg, and b 
vertue of the pin, how to govern him. Havirg thus made this known tV 
K. Urowpart, he thought to make experience ct the horſe himſeif, :nd ta? 
king Cl:rimond behind him, would Tranſport her into his own country®

He being thus determined, he embraced the l.ady in his arms(for all this 
while ſhe was not awaked out of her enchanted ſleep, and ſet her on the 
horſe of wood : All this Adrimain was eye-witneſs of, and ſaid thus to hin? 
My Lord, if you fail one jot of the true uſe of the horſe, both your (elf, and 


' the Lady are in very pteat danger :'Fear not that (quoth Tromparr) and fo

This ſtrange and unlookt for diſdainfulneſs, put K. Trompart in ſuch 
en anger, that hein a furious rage caught her vp, aid ſer her vpon the horſe 
again : and turning the pin the contrary way, preſently, inſtead of carry- 
ing her into his own ccuntry, he lighted in /ndte, in the midſt ofa market- 
place, keptthere thar day : the people ſceing ſuch a ſtrange ſight, marvelled 


much thereat: The Lady Clerimond, by this time, knew the horſe to be " 


Pacolets, and ſaid: Now am I falſly betrayed, and Pacoles robbed of 
his horſe z but my dear Yalentine, ke ir is moſt ſticketh at my heart z for 
now ſhall I never ſee thee more. Trompare (thought for all this, that he 
had been in his own country ) {til] beating down ber piteous laments with 
bitter words: 'Fut this (ei) out ill for K : Trompart, for the Kiig of Jndie 
knew himwell: K., Trompart being come before the K. of Indie, he bid 
him welcome, for you are he that put my Brother to death z wherefore l 
will be revenged on thee ; and fo cauſed his head to be ſmitten off : After 
the Lady was [ed into the King's Palace, where he ſat in his own perſon, 
and he thus faid : Lady, 1 know nowof whence you are, by the bright 
ſplendor of your face. it hath enthralled my heart; wherefore, if you pleaſe 
to be my wifc, 1 will make you Queen of all this ſpacious continent. Sir 
(quoth ſhe) you ſpeak graciouſly ; but to take any man to husband, 1 have 
made a ſolemn vow to reſrain the ſpace of one whole year, wheretore. if it 
plcaſe you let my vow be accompliſhed, ard that time being run out, then 
will 1 willingly conſent thereto: Wel}, ſaid the King, thy anſwer is 
reaſonable, let it be as thou haſt ſaid, perform thy vow, ard remain with- 
in my palace; and he commanded that her attendants ſhould be as great 
as if ſhe had been his Queen, allowing her a chamber of ſtate ; into which 
chamber ſhe cauſed to be brought the wooden horſe that carried her thither ; 
and being there, ſhe placed it in the ſecreteſt place ſhe could deviſe, and (till 
defired ſhe might be freed out of that danger.

Atlaſt Pacolet caine to the Tent where Adrimain was yz at which Adrimain 


' ſtood amazed, and was ſo deeply overcome in love, that that night he retain»

my Maſter had given him. Pacelee hearing of this, was vext at the heart : 
By this time was Aarimain come unto his Tent, ſaying to Pacoler . Daugh- 
ter, is it time togo to Reſt ? ſee here is the bed we mean to ſport in 2 your 
wil! be done, ſaid Pacelcs : Then Adrimai: pur off lis Cloaths, and went 
into the b:d: Paroles fo enchanted him into fo ſtrong alleep, that awake he

After this great ſlaughter was ended, the Duke returned again into A- 
quitain, and there commanded to have the Gyant Ferragus brought before 
him, who was by this time awaked out of his enchanted flcep, unto whom 
the Duke thus ſ.id: Ferragus, if thou wilt here forſake thy Atabomer, 
and reccive Baptiſin, then thou ſhalt live, which if thou refuſe to do, thou 
ſhalt ſurely dye. Know, ſaid Ferragus, 1 had rather ſuffer a thouſand 
deaths : So he was ſudden]y beheaded. After his Ceath; Orſon took leave 
of the Duke, ar: d went towards Conſtantinople, to aid his Father the Gre-

ſad tycings. Now K. Pepin and the Emperor being ſtrongly beſieged, 
were in gre:t diſtreſs for vituals, within the City, and there was no way 
to be relieved but by the ſword. Then Yalentine accempanied with the Green 
Kr. arda worthy bang of Solgicrs, iſſued out of Conſtantinople, and char- 
ged vpon 200 Chariots of Victuals of the Pagans, and recovered the ſame, 
with the death of all thoſe that attended upon them.

ſaid, let us dye in a food cauſe, and welcome dzath, 

Now was the ſouldan ſet in his chair of ſtatc, to proceed to Judgment ; 
in the mezn ſpice in comes Pacelet, inthe midſt of the throrp, nor krown of 
any, & came & ſtood before the Judgment ſea?, & kneeli:g dcwn, fad, right 
dcar ſir, know / am a Meſſerger from your brcther Go-art, the great KR. 
of Argier, who to your ſuccour, hath brought along with kim four mighty 
Kings, & by me requireth on which ſide your Arniy ſhall be ranked A- 
pain, he prays 3 cu, it you have any Chriſtian Priſoners, to ſend them bim,

Valentine and the Green Art, were glad of P-coleres compeny. 1n the dead 
time of the night, Pacolet nent xnto them, and unbound them, ard giving 
to each of them a horſe, bid them follow him. Beinz ont of the Enemies 
re:ch, Pacelet ſaid thus toth:m : Lords, be comfortd, fer it this land 1s 
aſſembled the Luke of Aquzrain & the Kt. Orſon, the noble Empreiz, & the 
Lacy Fez*r: Ay, but ſaid Valentine, why cometh not thee fair Clerimend? 
Then anſwercd Pacelet, ſhe would haie come, but beirg Scz- fick, was forced 
to retutn againto Aguitains So Valentine queſtioned no farther with him.

had no c:uſe to boaſt, X. Pepin behaved himſelf ſo valiantly, and eryed out 
to his ſoldiers; St. Denis, St, Deris, Then a Sarazen cryed out to the 
Sou!dan to Retire, for the ſafe-guard of their lives, for this night haye we 
loſt our two Priſoners, & alſo there is coming gain{t us a new ſupply cf a 
great Army. Thenthe Souldan thought that he ha been betrayed, bur yet 
be made forward,and rouſed vptheir covrage doubly,inſomuch that they en 
forced the Chriſtians to fall back, but little availed their pride:for there came 
vpon them the Duke of Aquitain, with his forces, & aſſailed them ſo fiercely, 
that they put to the ſword, all that did come before them, and thus the Chri- 
ſtians conquered. When the Battle was ended, & the Chriſtians had reco- 
vercd their ſcattercd forces, Yalentine & Orſon came before the Emperor, do- 
ing unto him dutiful reverence.
